day, and while the attending physi­ 
cian believed he is not seriously hurt 
there

complica­ 
tions may arise that may result in 
his death. 
Immediately following the cutting 
Waggoner left the power house and 
thus fa r has eluded the police. 
A 
w arrant was issued for his arrest. 
He is charged with assault and bat­ 
tery with intent to kill. 
The police 
traced Waggoner to several differ­ 
ent places this morning, but he was 
always a little ways ahead of them 
and 
succeeded 
in keeping out 
of 
sight. 
It is believed that he left 
the city. 
The police 
are

however, of capturing 
him. 
W ag­ 
goner is known to have bragged to 
some workmen in at least one quar­ 
ter of the city that the police would 
never capture him and that he was 
leaving the city.

for law enforcement.

was fined $5, and the p atrons who 
gav e it to him, and who was eq u ally 
gu ilty before the law, was not mo­ 
lested. 
The p u blic lias refu sed to tak e the 
statu te seriou sly . 
Ev en the legisla­ 
tu re seems to regard it as a 
jok e. 
Immediately after the law went into 
effect, the law-mak ers tip p ed 
w rit­ 
ers at a banq u et

their own deliberate v iolation of the 
measu re they had

v oted for. 
Hotel 
and 
restau rant 
p rop rietors 
were alarmed at first, bu t soon re­ 
conciled themselv es to the situ ation.

sight. 
It is believed that he left 


the city.

goner is known to have bragged to 
some workmen in at least one quar- 
ter of the city that the police would 
never capture him and that he was 
leaving the city. 


Chief Yakey obtained Levi's ver-

registry, 
inspects certificates of 


soundness of stallions for which en- 
rollment is sought. 
Having done so 


the board issued a certificate of en- 
rollment setting forth 
clearly the 


weeding and soundness of said stal- 


11. The owner is required to have 


posted outside the barn where his 
stallion is kept and also upon 
the 


stall a poster which will give'exactly 
;he same information as is upon the 
certificate of enrollment. This is a 
big measure of protection to 
the 


mare owner. 


The Indiana Stallion 
Enrollment 


aw contains as strong a lien clause 
as has ever been exacted. By com- 
plying with the law and all its re- 
quirements the stallion owner 
has 


absolute, protection against sale of 
the mare without ,'his written con- 
;ent. He has an absolute lien upon 
the offspring which may be sold jiif 
necessary to ' pay the 
service fee. 


Should any man sell'a mare without 
obtaining the written consent of the 
owner of the stallion the service fee 
immediately becomes due. Further- 
more, it is a criminal offense and the 
man making the sale is liable to fine 
or imprisonment. 


1 Should the stallion owner not se- 
cure enrollment or should he in any 
way violate the law in his advertis- 
ing or otherwise it is not 
required 


that the mare owner pay the service 
fee because the lien clause begins 
with the words: "Having complied 
with the provisions of this act.',' 


There are very severe penalties 


for violation of this act. There is 
provided for each offense a firie of 
from $10.00 to $200.00 or imprison- 
ment not to exceed sixty days. 


Mr. Hickman states that the law 


is intended primarily to aid in horse 
improvement. The law is very much 
in favor over the state. . Benefits are 
seen everywhere.

' The ^publicity.caused by Mrs. Wil- 
son's tips to Iowa waitresses on the 
occasion, of the president's western

lady of the land"

Iowa statute. It lias been ignored 
from the day of its enactment, seven 
months ago. In all that time 
only 


one arrest has been made for viola- 
tion; and in that case the prosecu- 
tion of the offender—a barber who 
accepted a gratuity—was attributed 
to a general enmity rather than zeal 
for law enforcement. 
The barber 


was fined $5, and the patrons who 
gave it to him, and who was equally 
guilty before the law, was not mo- 
lested. 


The public has refused to take th 


statute seriously. 
Even the legisla- 


ture seems to regard it as a joke 
Immediately after the law went into 
effect, the law-makers tipped wait- 
ers at a banquet and laughed at 
.their own deliberate violation of the 
measure they; had 
just 
voted for 


Hotel' and restaurant proprietors 
Vere alarmed 'at first,.but soon re- 
conciled themselves to the situation 
Shoe-shiners were afraid they would 
have to raise their pries 'to a ; dime 
to get even for the lack of tips; but 
they haven't found it necessary.

PECK'S WIFE ON STAND. 
New York, May 24—Mrs. Clara' 


Lewis Peck Waite, wife of Dr. Ar- 
thur Warren Waite, took the stand 
in his murder trial today and gave 
testimony which she hopes will aid in 
sendipg. him to the electric chair. 
She followed her brother Percy. 


Dressed in black and veiled, Mrs._ 


Waite walked firmly to the stand and

voice, Dr. Waite, who has confessed 
-o tlie poisoning of her father and 
mother, looked first toward her and 
then toward the floor. He partly 
covered his face on the left side and 
did not move while she was on the 
stand. He seemed less at ease than 
at any time since the trial started.
